Notice, we said “weaknesses.” 





‘tis perfectly natural that 


_- *ach should be encountered 
"in the present world. 


We are ina fallen world 
and while the human is_ un- 
der the control of the power 
of God in the experience of 
full salvation, still there are 
times when the human weak- 
ness show. 

The closer we live to God 

and the more completly we 
are filled with the Spirit of 
God the less the human frail- 
ties will be seen. 
- But even inthe very best 
men and women we have, 
there is at times more or less 
ofthe showing of some weak- 
ness or other, in expressing 
an opinion, giving atestimeny, 
offering a prayer, or perform- 
ing the service of God in 
general. 


There is no denying that 

we are all given to some 
weakness or other. None 
knows, perhaps, so well, as 
ourselves what our specail 
weakness is. With some it 
is one thing with another it is 
something else. 
- The best way to deal with 
our weakness is to keep hum- 
depending 
upon Him to give us grace to 
overcome them. The spirit 
of criticism, and judging oth- 
ers, and looking at their faults 
and failures should be avoid- 
ed as much as possible. 


If we would be overcom- 
ers and stand complete in all 
the will of God we cannot 
judge and condemn others. 
We should “bear the infir- 
mities of the weak,” be pat- 
ient toward all men,” and 
those who are overtaken 
in a fault, we should it pos- 
sible restore, but in the Spirit 








of meekness, 
ourselves lest 
tempted.”’ 

No doubt we are too quick, 
often, to condemn and set 
aside others and set them 
aside over some little matter. 
We do not know just what 
their peculiar weakness was, 
or what special difficulty they 
encountered. 

We may some time need 
special consideration, and 
help, andto be dealt with 
gently and with cor1.sidera- 
tion ourselves, then with 
what measure you mete to 
others it will be given to you.
